Thousands of visitors will be given 
accommodations In public buildings, 
sleeping on mattresses luid on the floors. 
A great many Ohio men will sleep in 
school buildings in the southeast section 
of the city. 

Near the barracks is an immense din- 
ing shed, where the charge for break- 
fast or supper is thirty-five cents, and 
for dinner fifty cents or a ticket good 
all three meals can be obtained for $1.
